The story takes place in Mississippi on 
June 21, 1964. Three civil rights workers, 
two White and one Black, were traveling in 
a car down a road in Jessup County. A 
police car and three other cars, containing 
KKK members, followed the men and ran 
them off the road. They criticized the White 
men for associating with the Black, whom 
they called various names. Then they fired 
several gunshots, killing the three men. 

As the story goes, the three young men 
were considered missing, so the FBI sent 
down two men to investigate the case. 

Agent Alan Ward, played by Willem 
Defoe, and agent Rupert Anderson, played 
by Gene Hackman, each attempt to handle 
the case in their own ways. 

Ward, who is in his mid-to-late twenties, 
is in charge of the investigation because of 
his intelligence and knowledge of FBI ‘‘by- 
the-book”’ procedures, despite his youth 
and inexperience of actual investigations.
